Governors are i.'jstructed to define 
and publicly announce prior to June 
30, electorial districts in their re- 
spective states and territories, using 
for purposes of ajpcrllwBMnt tka 
census of 1910. 

De La Barra fully realises tbe 
immense responsibility Im has anum- 
ed, and men who were prominent in 
1 the conduct of the revolution do not 
understand the difficultlea that will 
be encountered in holding open elec- 
tions in Mexico. In small towns and 
distant rural communities there 
doubtless are thousands to whom the 
word election conveys little or no 
meaning. 

Election returns niajr be slow in 
coming in aod it is net improbable, 
admit reprses n tetiy^a of -balh the 
old govemmant and the new, that 
in a few distriela tha NMlt will be 
hopelessly tangled. However, those 
of both factions have tacitly agreed 
thaf since this is the first attempt at 
genuine voting in more than thirty 
years, they will not be over particu 
lar; that they will do tbe best they 
can.
